Word of the death of Mrs Vance 
came to Mrs. George A. Cummins, 
328 North Thirty-third street, rn a 
telegram from E. M Roper of Enid. 
Okla. Mrs. Vance passed away at 
7:46 o’clock Tuesday evening at 
her home, according to the wire. 
Mrs. Vance, who was 82. was 
born In Bradford county. Pa.. June 
It. 1848. She came to Nebraska in 
February 1880. her family settling 
eight miles west of Beatrice. In 
February 1864 they went to Nuck­ 
olls county, where they were living 
at the time of the Lndian raids 
along the Little Blue in August of 
the same year.

With these exceptions, and save 
for his papers and copyrights, the 
former president left all his remain­ 
ing estate to "my dear wife, Helen 
H Taft" 
The widow was also named

It 
should create in us a higher sense of appreciation of 
the n eat privileges which Americans enjoy. 
Genius, itself, has been richly rewarded in the last 
half century.
